Is $9.1 billion too much to pay for health care? 


PREMIER RALPH KLEIN UNVEILED THE 
province's new plan to reduce wait 
times and fund new health projects 
last week. The so-called “third way” 
includes some supplementary ser- 
vices, including “enhanced medical 
goods and services” as well as a 
“Health Assurance Act” for Alber- 
tans. That has some worried that 
Alberta is on a slippery slope to a 
two-tiered health care. 

“All Albertans should know 
they’ re getting the same medical ser- 
vices as everyone else,” says Harvey 
Voogd of Friends of Medicare. “And 
if | go to my doctor and he recom- 
mends enhanced services, is it 
because it’s better for me or because 
it's a more lucrative service?” 

Ata press conference detailing the 
new report, Klein snapped at a 
reporter who asked why the provin- 
cial system had to be changed. 

“Do you think that $9.1-billion is 
peanuts?” he said. “That’s why we 
need change in the system.” 

Health care is Alberta's single 
largest expenditure, taking up close 
to 35 per cent of the annual budget. 
Ona per capita basis, that works out 
to just under $2850 per person in the 
province, slightly above the national 
average of $2930.21 per person. 
However, it’s interesting to note that 
Canada’s poorest province, New- 
foundland, spends over $600 more 
per resident than Alberta does. 

But how much should provinces 
spend on health care? One health 
economist from the University of 
Calgary says the “social optimal 
level,” or level of funding needed to 
provide adequate health care is diffi- 
cult to calculate. Dr. Mingshen Lu 
says health care funding is often a 
guessing game, as policy makers try 
to balance money available with ser- 
vices needed. But Lu says it’s clear 
Canada’s health care system needs 
more funding. 

“Tn spite of the fact that we can’t 
nail down an exact number for opti- 
mal funding for health care, we 
know there's a problem,” says Lu. 
“All across Canada, provinces, and

health regions are listing lack of 
funding as one of their primary 
issues. 

She says Canada is still providing 
quality health care, but there are 
mounting pressures On our system, 
including an aging population and 
increasingly expanding—and expen- 
sive—medical technology. Both fed- 
eral and provincial gqvernments are 
looking for solutions to the prob- 
lems—Alberta has simply taken it 
one step futher by implementing 
programs it feels will help the sys- 
tem. 

“This isn’t just a Canadian prob- 
lem—all governments are looking 
for solutions,” she says. “And Alber- 
ta is basically on the frontier, push- 
ing the limits of our system.” 

But Voogd says it’s unreasonable 
for the Alberta government to place

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ANECDOTAL EVIDENCE SUGGESTS 
that while Albertans are somewhat 
blasé about their province's cente- 
nary, Saskatchewanians are fired up 
and ready to party hardy. 

In the province next door, sum- 
mer is bursting with celebration 
events leading up to its September 4 
birthday. Canada Day and the 
Labour Day weekend stand as dual 
pinnacles in fun—unprecedented 
numbers of Sask expats were expect- 
ed to flood the province. 
Saskatchewan’s centennial website 
boasts 2,646 registered events in its 
100-day celebration. From Meadow 
Lake to Oxbow to Willow Bunch, 
the list of cities and towns holding 
centennial events, from homecom- 
ings to family reunions, is huge. 

Chris Shauf, director of communi- 
cations for Saskatchewan Centennial 
2005, explains that the Saskatchewan 
government has taken a different 
approach to celebrations than Alber- 
ta’s, which chose to honour the 
province's September 1 birthday by 
building upon its legacy and sinking 
cash into, amongst other things, 13 
capital projects. Alberta’s twin 
Jubilee auditoria, for example, 
received extensive renovations to 
better serve community and arts 
groups for the next 50 years. As well, 
a generous education savings plan 
has been created and the province 
will be handing out precious metal 
commemorative medallions to cen- 
tenarians and school children. 

But Alberta’s banner celebrations 
are largely over, including the May 
23 Centennial Kickoff Party at 
Edmonton’s Commonwealth Stadi- 
um and a three-day visit by Her 
Majesty Queen Elizabeth II and His 
Royal Highness The Duke of Edin- 
burgh. Alberta Scene, a 600-artist, 95- 
event Alberta promo fest, was held 
in Ottawa from April 28 to May 10. 
It was a great experience for the 
province's artists and performers, 
but didn’t spark party enthusiasm 
back home. 

Community celebrations are 
planned in Alberta, but they’re not 
as pervasive as in Saskatchewan, 
where the overall buzz is more insis- 
tent. Perhaps that’s because the 
Saskatchewan government focused 
on community rather than capital 
projects. 

“We're proud that there are 
events in every corner of 
Saskatchewan,” Shauf says. “Every 
community is getting behind this.” 
The province did much research to 
augment this buzz. People wanted a 
grassroots focus—to remember and 
revel in local community and family 
history. “Home is where the heart 
is,” says Shauf. “We wanted to 
emphasize people.” 


24-HOUR PARTY PEOPLE 

Saskatchewan has provided par- 
tial means for communities to 
orchestrate celebrations. Its home- 
coming program has approximately 
180 registered communities. Fund- 
ing allowed smaller settlements to 
mail 200,000 event invites. Their 
return rate hints at the volume of 
centennial visitors Shauf 
cites a community of 500 that sent 
out 2,500 invites and received replies 
to 50 per cent. Additionally, thou- 
sands of informal calls and invita- 
tions are being made across the 
province. The implication is that the 
province will be flooded with expats 
this summer. 


Saskatoon, the community of 350 
received a modest centennial grant 
and paraphernalia including mail- 
ers. Thus far, 609 people have regis- 
tered for homecoming weekend 
events. The majority are former resi- 
dents now living in BC, the other 
prairie provinces, Ontario and even 
Australia. 

“The government has done a 
good job of promoting the centenni- 
al,” she says. In sharp contrast to 
Alberta, Saskatchewan’s centennial 
has been heavily trumpeted in its 
media for the last six months. 

“People are excited,” says Beattie. 
“Small towns are at picking up 
ona reason to celebrate.” The whole 
town, she explains, is involved in 
planning and staging its homecom- 
ing. July 1 to 3 celebrations included 
pancake breakfasts, dances, a 
parade, a musical revue, a beef and 
bison banquet and numerous school 
reunions. 

Beyond localized party boosting, 
Saskatchewan is sponsoring sum- 
mer events that include a two-and-a-

nities will feature Saskatchewan per- 
formers, including Widemouth 
Mason and the Wheatmonkeys. 
Labour Day weekend will see 13 
communities across Saskatchewan 
host regional activities including 
barbecues, ball tournaments and a 
carefully co-ordinated, simultaneous 
province-wide evening fireworks 
show. 

“It's known across the country 
that nobody throws a party like 
Saskatchewan,” concludes Shauf. 
“Saskatchewan people really put 
their hearts into it. Despite our 
province being quite quiet, in the 
centennial year people are inclined 
to show what we're made of. We're 
proud people.”

DIRECTOR MICHAEL BAY HAS MADE A 
name for himself over the past decade 
with utterly unbelievable but well- 
crafted Jerry Bruckheimer money 
machines like Armageddon, Bad Boys, 
and The Rock. He fell from both grace 
and the money tree in 2001 with Pearl 
Harbor, in which the tragedy of Decem- 
ber 7, 1941 took a backseat to the cuck- 
olding of poor Ben Affleck. 

The Island is Bay’s first film without 
producer Bruckheimer, and while he 
hasn't totally abandoned his action- 
movie jump cut roots, his compulsion 
to make feature-length rock videos 
seems to be behind him. The film is 
helped immeasurably by the presence 
of A-listers Ewan McGregor and Scar- 
lett Johansson, who are allowed to cre- 
ate actual characters rather than card- 
board cutouts waiting for the disaster 
du jour to befall them. If this is McGre- 
gor’s first crack at a non-Lucas block- 
buster, he could have done a lot worse 
(Connery in The Avengers, anyone?). 

McGregor stars as Lincoln Echo Six, 
a man who lives a sterile, ordered exis- 
tence along with his fellow inhabitants 
in the mid-21st Century. Earth has been 
ravaged by a great contamination. An 
omniscient computer monitors the lives 
of Lincoln and his fellow survivors, 
from their sleep cycles to their diets. 
The excess sodium it detects in Lin- 
coln’s urine rules out bacon for him, no 
questions asked. Close proximity and

Though not entirely. 

Decadence became one of the 
catch phrases of rock during the ’70s. 
Lou Reed—with black nail varnish, 
peroxide spikes and all—gave the 
new deviation a profile. David Bowie 
exploited it. Marc Bolan made it 
commercial. And Kiss made it rather 
silly. However, none were as entirely 


consumed by decadence as the New 


York Dolls. 


BOTTOM OF THE POPS 

The band became a part of Man- 
hattan’s seething nightlife, where in 
the early “70s it was considered hip to 
be deviant. Shoddy make up, outra- 
geously tight lamé pants, and plat- 
form shoes reaching the stratosphere 
would undoubtedly further one’s 
career, whether musician, model, or 
simply someone compulsively 
drawn to the porn shops and night 
life on 42nd Street, Times Square, or 
the low lit clubs in Soho. 

It also helped if there was a sem- 
blance of something more substantial 
under the glossy wrapper. It was 
something the New York Dolls pos- 
sessed: tough, confident rock ‘n’ roll 
performed with an attitude unheard 
since the early days of the Rolling 
Stones. In a nutshell, a love at first 
sight with the entire rock myth, from 
Bo Diddley through Chuck 
Pretty Things, the MC5, and the Vel- 
vet Underground. 

But apart from having a heart in 
the right place, the Dolls also dis- 
played another vital quality—the 
band performed as though they’d 
just discovered rock... in that particu- 
lar instant. 

The Dolls wanted to reach the top 
at any price, literally starving and 
slaving to find success and fame. 
When they made their first record- 
ings during the summer of 1972 with 
producer Thau, the quintet— 
Arthur “Killer” Kane, Sylvain Syl- 
vain, David Johansen, Johnny Thun- 
ders, and Billy Murica—had sur- 
vived for four months on a poorly 
paid, weekly residency at south Man- 
hattan’s renovated theatre complex, 
the Mercer Street Arts Centre. None 
of them had yet reached twenty. 
Later that fall, the Dolls were— 
peculiarly enough—offered a tripto

THAT GEORGE JONES; HE CAN SURE 
throw a great party when he puts his mind 
to it. He keeps the peanut bowl full, 
there's plenty of booze in the fridge, and 
he's always got that beat-up guitar in the 
corner for singalongs. There's an eclectic 
group of friends that always show up, too, 
like that scowling punk rock Buddy Holly 
guy in the corner, a long haired redneck 
loudmouth chatting up the cute folkie girl 
and, hey, isn’t that Pop Staples flipping 
through the National Geographics? Crazy. 
It's never dull at George's; he’s such a gen- 
tleman, gracious, soft spoken, and... what's 
that? He’s whispering something in your 
girlfriend's ear? Don’t worry, buddy, just 
make sure to hide the car keys so that he 


doesn’t decide to take a drunken midnight 
spin with her. 

The legend of George Jones often over- 
shadows the fact of his genius, and that 
genius has usually found its best expres- 
sion in his duet singing, starting with the 
series of albums he and then wife Tammy 
Wynette put out in the '70s. From then 
on he's paired up, for good and bad, with 
just about anyone able to hold a micro- 
phone, if not a tune. This double disc re- 
issue of Jones’ benchmark 1979 duets 
album, with an extra disc culled from later 
recordings, is just about everything you 
would need of Jones in that format. From 
Elvis Costello (who wrote and sang 
“Stranger in the House” with him) through 
to members of Dr Hook, Ray Charles and 
B.B King, Jones was paired with a fairly 
eclectic assortment of partners. 

Most Jones duets on My Very focus on 
the two areas that we best know him for. 
Thus, fellow indulgers Waylon Jennings 
(“Night Life”), Willie Nelson (‘l Gotta Get 
Drunk”), James Taylor (“Bartender’s 
Blues”) are dragged out for conversations 
of the bottled kind. The doomed love sce- 
narios are handled by the likes of Patti 
Page (“You Never Looked That Good 
When You Were Mine”), a smooth-to- 
the-point-of-innocuous Alan Jackson (“A 
Good Year For the Roses"), and Wynette, 
who reunites with the ex for “It Sure Was 
Good,” 

Aside from the late period deification of 
Johnny Cash, most country legends exist 
in a kind of limbo, shuffled out by Nashville 
for waxwork exhibition but not really 
allowed to play with the cool kids, and 
completely ignored by everyone else. My 
Very Special Friends is, in one sense, just a 
gold watch of sorts, but it’s also a gesture 
of respect. As a gesture it’s a good one, 
but it mostly proves one thing: George 
Jones is not only essential listening, he’s 
damn near irreplaceable.
